Washington, May 30.—(Special.)—The" long-looked for movement on Cuba seems 
tonight to be a thing of the very near future. 

There have been many false alarms, but unless all signs fall, and unless there 
is a decided change in the presidential mind within the next few hours, !t will be a 
matter of a very short time before soldiers of the United States plant themselves 
uponCuban soil, there to remain until the stars and stripes fly over Morro castle.

Strict Censorship at Tampa. 


At Tampa and other Florida points, the censorship has been so strict the past 
two or three days that correspondents are thrown into a state of dire despair, and 
well they may be. Nothing is to be allowed sent from there about the movement 
of troops or their possible destination; but while it is necessarily unoffictal, every- 
body here believes that, as I telegraphed The Constitution last night, this, move- 
ment is to be on Santiago. About 15,000 men, including several batteries of heavy, 
as well as light artillery, are to comprise the expedition. The landing is to be at 
‘@ point convenient to Santiago, and if the presence of land troops can prevent it, 
Schley is not to be put in the predicament of Dewey at Manila, where, for lack of 
“men, he has as yet been unable to emjoy the frutts of his victory. 

A lend movement in conjunction with the Cubans, who are in practical control 


of that end of the island, is considered both feasible and wise.

But this is not the only movement which seems sure to materialize within the 


next few hours. According to excellent authority, there is to be an expedition 
against Porto Rico simultaneously with that on Santiago. ‘This is to go from 
Mobile. The corps commanded by General Coppinger is to be carried to Porto 
Rico, and the conquest of that Spanish possession is to be accomplished. This was 
disclosed to me today by an officer on the staff. He left here tohight to take his ; 
place, and gave as his reason for hurrying away this Porto Rican movement. 

‘It has been the understanding for some time that the president has favored 


this movement. Those who have not believed that he had it under contemplation 


have argued themselves into that belief from the president’s declarations. about 
this not being a war of aggression; but there is nothing in that. The president has 
realized from the first that Spanish evacuation of Porto Rico was as much to be 
insisted upon Us that Cuba should be free, and he sees it would be wise to take 


this valuable possession without waiting upon Havana, 
Miles Leaves for Tampa. 


General Miles left for the south tonight. He has been leaving regularly each 
night for some time, but as regularly his going has proved a false alarm. This, 
however, is no flash in the pan. It is announced that he goes for purposes of in- 
spection, but it is probable that incidentally he will hurry things up at Tampa~ 
and Mobile. It is not probable that hewill go with either of those first expe- 
ditions. 

The preparation for these land movements is taken here as meaning -that 
Schley has instructions to keep out #f Santiago proper, but, of course, to keep 
Cervera safely bottled up therein. He would hardly risk a battle with transports 
at sea demanding the attention and protection of Sampson's ships.

Toronto, May 30.—An extraordinary out- 
burst of friendship fur the United States 
and in favor of Anglu-Saxon unity was 
witnessed in nearly all Toronto churches 
ani many churches throughout Ontario 
yesterday. The Central Congregational 
church, Bond street, had more than 2, 
people at each service and was a sample 
of others throughout the city. Pictures of 
the queen and President McKinley were 
prominently displayed above the pulpit and 
the building was profusely decorated with 
union jecks, stars and stripes and Cuban 
flags. 

Many of the congregation carried small 
stars and stripes and union jacks. 

A letter wus written by Colonel Sewell, 
United States consul here, in favor of the 
must friendly relations between the two 
countries. The consul would have been 
present and spoken had he not been sud- 
denly called to Buffalo. His letter was re- 
ceived with cheers, as were all references 
by the preacher, the Rev. Morgan Wood, 
to Anglo-Saxon unity and closer and more 
friendly relations with the states. 

Resolutions on this line were unanimous- 
ly adopted and copies were ordered to be 
sent to Lord Salisbury and President Mc- 
Kiniey. 

The vast congregation joined heartily in 
singing “God Save the Queen” and “The 
Star Spangled Banner.’’ 

At Massey music hall there was a mili- 
tary service conducted by the Rev. E. G. 
Ellered, of Austin, Tex. He preached a 
sermon which was an eloquent plea for the 
clorest possible relations between the two 
‘countries, which he believed would be best 
secured by the federation of Britain and 
her colonies. He prayed that the errors 
and animosities of the past might be for- 
gotten in the great. work which lay before 
the two countries—liberating the oppressed 
and throwing wide the commerce of the 
world to the enterprise of the Anglo-Saxon 
race. 


MAIL FOR SOLDIERS IS HEAVY. 


, 


Twenty-Two Postal Clerks Are) Now on 
Duty at Chickamauga Park. 

Chattanooga, May 30.—Six additional pos- 
tal clerks have been detailed to the camp 
at Chickamauga, making twenty-two in all. 
The mail is delivered there three or four 
times a day and as many as 25,000 letters 
have been delivered at one time. It fs esti- 
mated that the postoffice department ser- 
vice there is equal to that required for a 
community of 286,000 in other places. 

It was found that considerable delay in 
the delivery of mail at camps resulted from 
the stoppage of mail wagons by guards. 
These conveyances being of different char- 
acter are not easily recognized as being in 
the service of the United States, and here- 
after mail delivery wagons of the regular 
type will be used for this ~™pose. 

Another innovation on acc int of the sol- 
diers is a postmark stamp for use in the 
fieid. With movable type, so that the names 
and Ik.cwtions of camps can be easily 
changcd on it as the troops move from 
place to plece. 

The various commands composing Gen- 
eral Brooke’s army of 45,000 men are rapidly 
being put in good shape and the work. of 
the whole army is becoming thoroughly 
systematized. Brigade and regimental! drills 
now occur daily in all the camps and the 
job of making fighting soldiers goes brave- 
ly on. Despite statements to the contrary, 
the men are fairly well provided for and 
none are undergoing any great hardships. 
The great drawback now is lack of uni- 
forms, shoes, clothing and equtipments, 
but this drawback will be eliminated during 
the next few days, as immense amounts of 
these supplies are now en route,

Vessel Loaded with Coal Was Making 
for Santiage Harbor. 


SHE HAD FUEL FOR CERVERA 


Cruiser St. Paul Pulls the Boat Down 
Right Under Guns of: Morro. 


PRIZE CREW BRINGS HER TO KEY WEST. 


Sigsbee Stops a Ship Loaded with Coal 
as She Had Almost Reached the 
Spanish Fleet. 


Key West, May 30.—The British steamer 
Restormel was brought in here this morning 
under her own steam by a prize crew. She 
was captured by the auxiliary crulser St. 
Paul, Captain Sigsbee, while trying to put 
into Santiago de Cuba with a cargo of coal. 
The steamer was bound from Cardiff to 
Porto Rico. As the Restormel came in the 
British flag was flying half way down her 
mainmast. She was leaking badly. 

Newspaper men were not permitted to 
approach within a hundred yards of her. 
The Restormel was captured under the very 
guns of Morro castle at Santiago de Cuba 
at 6 a. m. on May 25th. She carried 2,400 
tons of Welsh coal from Cardiff, presuma- 
bly for Admiral Cervera’s fleet. 

The St. Paul had been lying off Santiago 
harbor for six days, and early last Wednes- 
day morning the big collier was sighted 
making at full speed for Santiago harbor. 
The St. Paul fired a blank shot and the 
Restormel came to four miles from the 
Santiago forts. The forts did not fire on the 
cruiser. A prize crew commanded by Lieu- 
tenant J. A. Pattson was put on board and 


dispossessed the British officers, who made | 


no protest. 

Not a line was found among the ship's 
papers relative to the destination or con- 
signee of the Cargo. The Restormel was 
headed at once for Key West. She was 
leaking badly when captured, and is still 
in a serious condition. ' 


The Restormel now lies in the harbor near ! 


a wharf. The British flag is flying at her 
stern. Marines patrol the prize and will 
allow ne one aboard the steamer. The 
members of her crew are not even ‘allowed 
to ‘take mewspapers offered them from 
launches that come alongside. 

When the Restormel ieft Santiago de 
Cuba it was believed by those on the St. 
Paul and the other United States vessels 
that the Spanish fleet was inside. 

In addition to the St. Paw there were 
five other fast naval scouts outside Santia- 
go de Cuba, establishing a definite block- 
ade in the sense that no merchant vessels 
are allowed to enter. The departure of 
Admiral Cervera’s fleet would have been 
instantly reported. 


121,500 MEN ARE MUSTERED IN. 


Adjutant General Corbin Says the First 
Call Is Now Complete. 
Washington, ‘(May 30.—Adjutant General 
Corbin said today that 121,500 troops had 
been mustered into the volunteer army un- 
der the call for 125,000 men, and that the re- 
maining 3,500 men were in state camps 
ready for the visit of the mustering officers, 


He said that all the states and territories | 


had fillea their quota soa far as the recruit- 
ing of the troops is concerned and that 


while three states were apparently behind, . 


it was not their fault, but was due to the 
inability of the mustering officers to com- 
plete their work. . 

The apparent shortage is divided among 
the states of Iowa, Mississippi and North 
Carolina. The troops in these states are 
in camp, however, awaiting the action of

Thomas took the lead and passed in front 
of the Phoenix hotel. Several boys were 
standing there and among them was Albert 
Wall. Nothing was said as the brothers 
passed. Thomas Dean stopped a few feet 
away from the crowd and Singling out 
Wall, asked him ta step aside for a mo- 
ment’s conversation. Wall did so. Dean 
accused Wall of assaulting him, an@ in re- 
turn Wall said that he had never seen 
Dean before and that he was visiting 
friends on the north side during the after- 
noon. 

Dean then drew his revolver ana said: 

“You are the boy that assaulted me.” 
Instantly a shot was fired anq Wall fell to 
the sidewalk dead, having been shot behind 
the left ear. Tye Dean brothers started to 
run away, but were chased and captured 
by the spectators who had. witnessed the 
shooting.

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RECIPROCITY WITH 


FRANCE IS DECREED 


President of United States Issues a Self 
Explaining Proclamation. 


BOTH GOVERNMENTS AGREE 


Articles and Prices Which Wil] Prevail 
on American Exports Given. 


THE FRENCH IMPORTS ARE CLASSIFIED 


Contract Brings a Thorough Under- 
standing Between the American 
and French Republics. 


Washington, May 3.—The United States 
and France have concluded the first com- 
mercial agreement entered into under the 
Dingley tariff law. The negotiations have 
been pending for the last eight months, and 
after many vicissitudes, were concluded on 
Saturday last, when Ambassador Cambon, 
on behalf of France, and the Hon. John 
Kasson, reciprocity commissioner for the 
United States, affixed their signatures to the 
formal agreement. It makes special con- 
ditions in the tariff rates on a number of 
articles constituting the chief trade be- 
tween this country and France. 

The particular advantages secured by the 
United States are on meat products and 
lard compounds, France reducing ker rates 
one-half on meat products and about cne- 
third on lard compounds. The chief benefits 
to Franee are in reduction of rates on 
brandies, stilled wines, vermouth and works 
of art. : 

There js no reduction in the rate cn cham- 
pagnes, although the Dingley law contem- 
plated a reciprocity reduction on «ham- 
pagnes in case mutual concessions were 
given, 

By the terms of the agreement, che rates 
go into effect on June ist. In the mean- 
time, under the terms of the law, the pres- 
ident has issued a proclamation granting 
the reciprocal reductions specified in the 
agreement, and at the same time the 
French authorities at Paris will «lecree a 
reduction in the French rates in accordance 
with the axreement. 

Officials Are Pleased. 

The conclusion of the agreement is a 
source of general congratulation among the 
officials of the state department and the 
French embassy. Several reciprocity nego- 
tiations have been in progress and it was 
thought those with Great Britaim were 
likely to be concluded first. 

The French negotiations began last Oc- 
tober, when M. Patenotre was the French 
ambassador here. It soon developed, how- 
ever, that the United States expected much 
larger concessions, particuiarly on meat 
products, than M. Patenotre was ready to 
yield. M. Cambon, formerly governor gen- 
eral of Algiers and regarded as one of the 
mcst capable diplomatic officials in the 
French service, when he succeeded M. Pate- 
notre, resumed the work, and acting un- 
der instructions from Paris, concessions 
were made which allowed the two govern- 
ments to come together. It was a matter 
of no little surprise that the arfangement 
was concluded at the present time, when 
the war emergency compelled this govern- 
ment to look for every possible resource 
for revenue and when there was a concen- 
tration of official attention on measures 
relating directly to the war. 

Show Good Will Between Nations. 

Aside from the tariff changes made by 
the new agreement, the convention is re- 
garded as significant in showing the good 
will existing between the United States and 
France. In official circles there never has 
been any question as to the continued cor- 
diality between the two contries, but in 
unofiicial quarters there have been reports 
of friction. It is believed that the agree- 
ment will serve to dispel misapprehesions 
as to the satisfactory relations between the 
two governments and that it will be quite 
as beneficial in increasing the good will 
between the two republics as to trade. 

The benefit of the French minimum tariff 
which is granted to various products of 
the soil and industry of the United Stites 
is especially advantageous ‘to western in- 
dustries, including the large meat rrcking 
industries of Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha 
and St. Louis. AS a resuit of the conces- 
sions it is believed amomg officials that 
the agreement will have a beneficial office 
in increasing the interest and the co-opera- 
tion of the west and the country in general 
in the French exposition in 1900.

these quantities found in such bottles or 
jugs shall be subject to a duty of 4 cents 
per pint or fractional part thereof, but no 
separate or additional duty shall be as- 
sessed upon the bottles or jugs.

COMMISSION WILL BE CREATED. 


Canadian Negotiations Reach a Stage 
Providing for Delegates. 

Washington, May 3.—The Canadian ne- 
gotiations which have been in progress here 
for the last week were concluded tonight 
when a definite agreement was reached for 
the creation of a commission which shall 
consider all the subjects of controversy Le- 
tween the United States and Canada and 
frame a treaty between the imperial gov- 
ernment and the United States for the 
complete adjustment of their controversies. 

The agreement is now to be submitted to 
the British government for its approval, 
an@ when this is given the organiza:ion of 
the commission will be completed. For the 
present the agreement is confined to the 
one point that the commission shall be 
created, the time and place for the com- 
mission to begin its work being left for 
further determination. It is understood, 
however, that the first meeting will be held 
at Quebec, probably during the com-ng 
summer. 

The membership of the commission will 
be determined by the executive branches 
of the two governments. 

The discussions during the last week have 
proceeded in a manner most satisfactory to 
all parties concerned, it being stated to- 
night by those participating that the spirit 
of good will was marked throughout, ‘The 
purpose was not to arrive at final sonclu- 
sions, bute rather to pave the way for a 
commission which could affect these con- 
clusions by complete examination of all 
the details of the several questions in- 
volved. These include the Bering 6ea, 
north Atlantic and lake fisheries, border 
immigration, reciprocity, mining regula- 
tions in the Klondike and British North 
American possessions, and also the deter- 
mination of the AlasKan boundary line. 

While these were gone over in the ccufer- 
ence just closed it was a preliminary dis- 
cussion and no final agreement was reached 
on any of the subjects involved. The ex- 
pectation is that tha commission will now 
accomplish this general work, offsetting 
concessions on one question by equal con- 
cessions on other subjects involved. Those 
participating in the conference trere Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British ambassador; 
Sir Louis Davies, Canadian minister of ma- 
rine: General John W. Foster, special com- 
missioner in charge of Cana@an affairs, 
and Reciprocity Commissioner Kasson. ‘he 
British ambassador will forward the agree- 
ment to the British foreign office and it is 
expected that word will be received as to 
the approval of the imperial authorities in 
about a fortnight.

Macon, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)—Decora- 
tion day at Andersonville waa turned into a 
regular drunken negro shooting affray, in 
which a woman and several men were shot 
and several were cut with razors. 

On the arrival of the train at Macon ta- 
night from Andersonville, with the 400 
Macon negro excursionists, there was great 
excitement at the depot by a de- 
tachment of a negro military company, the 
Lincoln Guards, of Macon, getting off the 
train, having in custody a negro man by 
the ‘name of Ed Washington who had 
amused himself while en route from Ander- 
eonvilie by going through the crowded cars 
in a drunken condition, snapping a large 
pistol right and left at the men, women and 
children on the train. The pistol was load- 
ead and it was a miracle that no one was 
shot. 

The drunken negro Was turned over to 
Policeman Travers and the patrol wagon 
summoned. While waiting for the arrival 
of the wagon an excited crowd of ceve.al 
hundred negroes gathered around Washing- 
ton and the policeman. Washinjton was 
ent to the barracks and locked up. The 
Central railroad authorities will prosecute 
Washington to the full extent of the law. 

While the excursion train was passing 
threugh Houston county a negro man de- 
liberately threw his arm around anoiher 
hegro man named Will Jacques, of Macon, 
and severely cut him with a razor cnd 
Jaques was brought bleeding into Macon 
and given medicai attention. He was driven ° 
tothe city barracks and there identified Ed 
Washington as the negro who had beat and 
cut him.

In 
all the world they could find no more ticklish checkerboard on which to play 
their game of war, for every spot is controlled by a different flag and every move 
is Mable to involve the players into some disagreement with the nations back 
of those flags. It is only by traveling about continually that one can appreciate 
this, but it may be said in all truth that the opposing fleets might just as well 
be sailing about on the broad surface of Burope as in these waters, because every 
continental power is represented in sOme way at the ports they are now putting 
into for coal, messages and supplies. 

It is possible that by the time this dispatch gets to you the two squadrons will 
have reached conclusions or that Spain has ordered her ships away, but as I write 
the situation is really a serious one, owing to the many conflicting interests in- 
volved. France has already broken the neutrality laws to smithereens by per- 
mitting the Spanish torpedo boat Terror to remain at Martinique indefinitely, while 
the Dutch héve lived up to the letter of their agreement in twice ordering the rest 
of the Cape Verde fleet out of Curacao. The United States steamship Minneapolis, 
which came into this harbor last Thursday, began taking on coal at once, but 
at the end of twenty-four hours had on board only a small supply, owing to the in- 
adequate coaling appliances here—woOmen and children and baskets, 


A Protest from Spain. 


While she was taking fuel on board Senor Vasquez Amar, the Spanish con- 
@ui, held the watch on Captain Jewell, and when the last second of the twenty- 
four hours was up he jumped into a carriage, drove rapidly to the residence of 
the governor of the island, and registered a protest against the Minneapolis re- 
maining any longer. The governor sent for Consul Van Horne, the American rep- 
resentaiive, and at the same time wired the condition of affairs to his home 
government, In a short time the cable from Copenhagen sent him the following 
general instructions, leaving him discretionary power as to the particular case 
the Minneapolis: 

“1. The ships of war of the beligerents, es well as their transports, are al- 
towed to enter the harbors of the Danish West Ind'‘a islands and the sea territo- 
ries belonging to the said islands, and they can remain there for a period of 
twenty-four hours, unless they be in a damaged conditfon through stress of weath- 
er, short of provisions, in distress, or other causes. The twenty-four hours are 
then to be counted from the moment the state of distress has teased to exist and 
the necessary repairs have been effected. A period of twenty-four hours must 
elapse betyrween the departurevof a ship of war of one of the belligerents and the 
departure of a ship of war, or merchantman, belonging to the other ‘bélligerent 
powers. Privateers have not access to the harbors, or sea territory, except under 
a decided state of distress. 

= Vesaglis belonging to the fleets of the belligerents are permitted to supply 
t Ives in the harbors and sea territories with stores and other supplies they 
may use for, except such as are considered contraband of war. They must, 
however, not supply themselves with stores beyond the necessary quantity for the 
use of the crew, or with coal a@eyond the quantity that is necessary to carry the 
ships to the nearest port of its own nationality, or to another gtill nearer port. 
This permission to coal in a harbor belonging to the island is not allowed the 
game ship more than once in the course of three months, unless the governor 
gives his special permission thereto, 

*3. The harbors and sea territories of the islands are al? closed to prizes taken 
from one of the belligerent powers, unless such prizes be in a state of distress.” 


Minneapolis Had To Leave. 


A copy of these instructions was handed to both representatives of the bellig- 
erents, and Consul Van Horne took his out to Captain Jewell. 

“Tf your ship is all right,’’ said the consul, “‘you’)l have to get out.” 

“She was never in better shape,” replied the captain, ‘and we will get steam 
up at once.” 

It was not @ very pleasant moment for the Americans, but they made no gom- 
plaint. : 

“You might break a pump or a little piece of machinery as an excuse,” said 
Mr. Moron, the coal contractor, “‘and then you can stay here as long as you want 
to.” 

“Thank you,” said the captain, quietly, “but we won’t do that.” 

»- “Why not?” some one asked. 

“Because my government does not do business that way,’’ came the prompt 
response. ! 

In a few minutes the captain had shaken hands all around, and as our launch 
left her the big cruiser swung bout gracefully and passed 
out of the harbor, hanging a parting salute to the Danish 
fort as she went. There was great rejoicing among the Span- 
ish colony jn the city during the evening, and Consul Amar spent a long time 
at the cable office explaining to his government the heroic piece of diplomacy by 
which he had outwitted the yankees. But it was no diplomacy at all, as a matter 
of fact, and the incident is only mentioned to show how great was the mistake 
made by the senate in not buying Denmark’s real estate down here and thus 
getting a foothold in the very center of naval operations when they had a chance. 


Foreign. Warships Pouring In. 

As an evidence of the agitation Europe feels over the West Indian situation, 
it may be said that at no time in recent history have so many warships been gath- 
ered here as at present. 
are at Barbadoes, and a telegram this morning says that three more will reach 
here on or about the 28th instant. The Dutch cruiser Friesland, 3,900 tons, 28 guns 

d 337 men, Captain Laurie, arrived in St.Thomas on Friday, and is now riding 
Masco: close in shore. France has two ships at Gaudaloupe, and England has 
quite a fleet, with the swift cruiser Pallas as flagship, in. the neighborhood of 
Jamaica. The Danish cruiser St. Thomas, Commodore Victor Hansen, K. D., 
left Copenhagen for this port on May 2 with instructions to remain here until 
further orders. 

Thus Europe is preparing to view the operations of the opposing fleets with 
jealous eyes, and the opportunity for extending a friendly hind or of taking ad- 
vantage of overt acts—real or imaginary—is such that in the development of 
affairs the foreign powers will be compelled to show their hand. So far Franee’s 
Jeaning toward Spain has been pronounced, but she has maintained a semblance 
of neutrality by permitting the United States steamship Harvard to coal and receive6 
messages at Martinique at will. In St. Thomas the sympathy of the people is over- 
mhelmingly ‘with the United States, and the captains of the royal mail steamers 
touchi at allthe Windward islands report that similar conditions prevail in all 
except fhe French colonies. 

Case of Correspondent Halsted. 

One of the many fake stories sent out from San Juan after the bombardment 
was one that W. Freeman Halstead, The New York Herald correspondent, who 
has been in jail there for the past two months, was killed by a bursting shell. 
His friends were worried about him for a time, but today all anxiety was set at 
rest by a receipt from him of a telegraphic request for money—the only sort of 
message that the Spaniards would let him send out. He has not been able to 
forward any letters, either, for the same reason, and it is feared that his condi- 
tion in the Porto Rican prison is not all that he could wish. While the American 
correspondents were at San Juan they used to communicate with him by soaking 
labels off beer bottles, writing on the reverse side, pasting them on again and 
gending the bottles to him. But all correspondence was dropped when they were 

lied to leave the city.

The ceremonies were held simultane- 
ously in several parts of the cemetery, but 
the main ceremonies were in the amphi- 
theater close to the old Lee mangion.

Commissioner of Pensions Evans and other 
officials, the Chinese minister and the Co- 
rean minister and parties from their lega- 
tions. Prior to the services there was a 
procession of members of the Grand Army, 
the Sons of Veterans, the Woman's Relief 
corps, ex-soldiers and sailors and the gen- 
era) public, headed by the Fourth artillery 
band, halting for a minute for brief ser- 
vices at the “tombs of the unknown,” the 
band meanwhile playing a dirge and then 
marching through the grounds Srensening | 
to the ‘work of decorating the graves. 

The president and party were prompt in 

arriving and soon after they reached the 
platform the assembly was called to order 
by Commander Arthur Hendricks, of the 
Army of the Potomac, Grand Army of the 
Republic. The exercises embraced a num- 
ber of addresses, poems, singing by a quar- 
tet and the customary reading of orders 
The feature of the ceremonies, however, 
was the address of Senator Thurston, of 
Nebraska, who was introduced as one who 
was ready to give his aid to the cause of 
liberty and patriotism. His oration was 
listened to most attentively by the audience 
and prolonged applause greeted his refer- 
ences to the absence of sectionalism and to 
the presence of Admiral Dewey in the har- 
bor of Manila.

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Where Reform Is Necessary. 

The letter of Henry Norman, the well- 
known English writer, cabled to The 
London Chronicle and published in. yes- 
terday’s Constitution, is a Very interest- 
ing document. It deals with the emer- 
gencies that have unexpectedly arisen as 
the result of the present war, and it is 
singular in demonstrating the real facts 
and conditions, which are so plain upon 
the surface and so simple that an or- 
dinary foreigner, looking deeper for mo- 
tives and designs, would inevitably miss 
them, 

Mr. Norman very clearly’ perceives 
what The Constitution pointed out in its 
half-humorous comments on the contro- 
versy which has suddenly sprung up be- 
tween the Philippinas and the anti-Phil- 
ippinas, viz, that the situation is the 
result of accident or destiny, and not of 
design. This is so clear that it need 
hardiy be stated. Forced out of all 
other ports by neutrality laws, Dewey 
was compelled to seize and occupy a port 
of the enemy. Ilence the wonderful 
victory at ‘Manila; hence, also, the new 
problem that has suddenly made its ap- 
pearance. 

Fortunately, however, it is a problem 
that will keep until we are rid of the 
simpler one of war. But there is one re- 
mark made in Mr. Norman’s letter that 
is worthy of attention. It is in exem- 
plification of the condition of our diplo- 
matic and consular service, and ts giv- 
en as a part of the controversy now go- 
ing on. One says we have no class of 
men’ capable of administering eastern 
countries, and that those who are sent 
there must, in the nature of things, be 
political bosses or the creatures of the 
bosses. To this it fs replied that the 
necessity of finding the right kind of 
mén will compel a reform in the service 
and take it out of the hands of the poli- 
ticians. 

The suggestion touches a very sore 
spot. We have no diplomats, because 
we have not needed them, but such men 
as Franklin, Crawford and Webster, to 
say nothing of such presidents as Lin- 
coln, have been more than a match for 
the diplomats of the old world; but it 
must be confessed that the safety in this 
matter has been largely due to our po- 
litical and geographical isolation. On 
special occasions, special men have been 
found. But thecrying need of the coun- 
try, no matter what our future foreign 
policy may be, is a reform of our consu- 
lar service. The truth is we have a con- 
sular service only in nanie. As goon @s 
an appointee becomes familiar with the 
duties of his office and finds himself fn a 
position to earn his salary, he is removed 
in order to make room for some politi- 
cian who has a “pull,” and this change 
goes on incessantly even when the same 
party is retained in power for a number 
of years. 

The consul who has served a term of 
years holds his office at the beck and 
call of a parcel of politicians. This de- 
moralization affects all from the highest 
to the lowest. ‘What does it profit a 
man to become familiar with the duties 
of a consulate when he doesn’t know 
what moment he will be removed to 
make room for some special friend of a 
congressman who has a political debt to

‘Mr. Gladstone 
remained steadfast in his allegiance to 
the prime minister, while Lord Beacons- 
field, then plain Mr. Disraeli, earnestly 
espoused the side of the opposition. Such 
marked the entering wedge of the life- 
long antagonism‘ which existed between 
the two statesmen. In the years which 
followed, both experienced radical 
changes of conviction, but they rarely 
ever stood together upon the same issue. 

In 1876 Lord Beaconsfield took his seat 
in the upper house of parliament, while 
Mr. Gladstone remained in the lower. 
Mr. Gladstone could undoubtedly have 
followed in the footsteps of his rival but 
he cared absolutely naught for royal 
favor, preferring te remain the acknow!l- 
edged champion of the common people 
of Great Britain. In this respect an- 
other marked difference between the 
two great leaders made itself apparent. 

But in spite of the sharp political an- 
tagonism which kept them constantly 
at dagger’s points, each held the other in 
profound respect. On the death of Lord 
Beaconsfield, in 1881, Mr. Gladstone in 
the house of commons dwelt at some 
length upon the brilliant services which 
his deceased rival had rendered to the 
nation; and subsequently when the mo- 
tion was made to erect some fitting me- 
morial to Lord Beaconsfield in West- 
minster abbey, ‘Mr. Gladstone, who was 
then prime minister, advocated it with 
great warmth. So it is not wholly in- 
appropriate that in death Mr. Gladstone 
should lie in the neighborhood of that 
superb effigy which Great Britain has 
erected to Lord Beaconsfield. 

Our kindred on the other side of the 
water may well be proud of the legacy 
of statesmanship which they possess in 
the lives of these two great rivals who, 
in death, are reconciled forever,

More Than a Thousand Left for 
Tampa Yesterday, 


LARGEST MOVEMENT = MADE 


Another Large Force Will Be Sent 
Away Today, 


1000 ARE STILL AY THE FORT 


The Recruits Are Sent Here Almost 
as Fast as They Are Sent Away. 
The Men To Join the Ma- 


nila Expedition May 
Leave Today. 


THE MOST INTERESTING MILITARY 
movement ever witnessed at Fort MePher- 
son, and one of the most important, oc- 
curred at that post yesterday when more 
than one thousand recruits were rushed to 
the front. The first troops to leave during 
‘the day were for Tampa, where they go to 
fill up certain regiments there. 

Four train loads of men, numbering 1,047, 
wem to Tampa. Two of the trains went 
over the Southern and two over the Cen- 
tral. The first left at 2 o'clock and the 
three other trains followed at intervals of 
ten minutes each. There was but one offi- 
cer with every 250 men. A Pullman car at- 
tached to each of the trains was occupied 
by this lonely officer and one representa- 
tive of the railroad. 

The mob of recruits, when marched down 
to board the cars, presented a very unsol- 
dierly appearance. They had no ‘uniforms 
and the one officer for each detachment 
was entirely incapable of keeping 250 undis- 
ciplined men The

A number of the soldiers were 
wearing the new. uniforms and their ap- 
peanance created considerable interest 
among the spectators. All of the men will 
be uniformed in brown canvas as soon as 
the uniforms can be sent south. The brown 
clothing looks much better than the blue, 
as it is made looser and does not fit close 
enough to show every dGeformity of the 
body, as do the old uniforms. The men in 
brown can at least look graceful when of 
comely shape, but that was impossible with 
the old style of clothes. 
Three Thousand at the Fort. 

Three thousand men are left at the post, 
despite the fact that more than a thousand 
were sent away yesterday.. Several hun- 
dred new recruits were received at the post 
during the day. Colone] Cook stated that 
2,800 were left at the time the troops to 
Tampa departed in the early afternoon. 
The new men continue to come to Atlanta 
at the rate of 225 per day and the ratio is 
constantly increasing. The present accom- 
modations at the fort are about sufficient 
for 3,000 men, and above that number will 
make it very inconvenient. There are no 
tents available and Colonel Cook said yes- 
terday he could not get lumber enough to 
build other shelters. 

Others Leave Today. 

There will. be another large movement 
from the fort today. Possibly 1,500 men 
will be moved to Tampa. There is reaily 
little reason for keeping them ‘at the fort, 
as they can have better opportunities for 
learning the drill and acquiring a knowl- 
edge of their duties after they reach 
Tampa.

HEARING TO BE HAD JUNE 11TH 


Bill Was Filed in United States Court 


Yesterday at Noon. 


LIVERMORE AND LEARY MADE DEFENDANTS 


Bill Charges That Livermore Was Al- 
lowed To Retain Mortgage After 
it Had Been Paid. 


HE American Loan and Trust Com- 
pany, of Boston, yesterday filed a bill 
in the United States court asking that 


the Atlanta Electric Railway Company be 


placed ir the hands of*a receiver. The bill 
was filed at noon, and Judge Newnan issued 
“n order requiring the Atlanta Electric 
Railway Company, James F. Leary and D. 
H. Livermore, the defendants, to show 
cause before him at 10 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of June 11ith, why the prayer for in- 
junction and receiver should not be granted. 
The defendants are restrained from alter- 
ing the present status of the property. 

The American Loan and Trust Company 
fn its bill alleges that on March 2. 1896. the 
Atlanta Electric Railway Company, owning 
a lina from the Traction company to Lake- 
wood, made and executed forty-two bonds, 
each bearing interest from date, for $500 
each, making a total issue of $21,000. All 
the bonds maturing ten years after date 
and bearing interes¥ at ¢ per cent per an- 
num payable semi-annually on March 1st, 
end September Ist. 

The bill savs that tn order to secure the 
issue of bonds the railroad company gave 
the trust company a deed of trust wherein 
it conveyed to it all lines of street railway 


In and adjacent to Atlanta and eal the 


property of the company. The deed of 
trust, says the bill, provided that upon the 
failure of the railway company to pay 
interest on any of the borids or being over- 
due for three months, the trust company 
Was to assume charge of and operate the 
railway, making repairs until interest over- 
dwe was paid. It also states that the trust 
company could cause the railway to be sold 
after giving sixty days’ notice in the news- 
papers tn the city in which the sale is to be 
made, having due regard for the interest 
of all parties. It is claimed thaf the deed 
of trust provides that the trustee after 
deducting from the proceeds of the sale 
the costs and expenses, taxes and counsel 
fees, shall pay the principal and interest 
remaining unpaid on the-rbonds without 
giving preference to 
stated that it is provided in the deed of 
trust that the railway company agrees

Some Gossip on the Different Specula- 
tive Articles from New York 
and Chicago. 


Messrs. Haven & Stout, New York, in their 
review of the cotton market the past week,

“The week has been one of advancing 
rices, both in the spot and contract mar- 
et for cotton. The summer months have 
shown the greatest strength and the Au-
